What Do We Do When Christians Mess. Up? 


Interestingly, three stories appeared in the same week about 
Christian leaders who messed up. One is a coach who behaved 
hypocritically. Another is a televangelist living in a $7 million man- 
sion who pays no property tax. He said God told him to “Minister 
this house to [your wife]. It is part of your prosperity.” And a third 
Christian leader faces a lawsuit. His accuser, terminated from the 
organization, claims blind allegiance to the leader is a stringent job 
requirement, and the leader spurned COVID-19 protocols in the 


workplace. 


These kinds of “got ‘cha” stories get good play in the press; often 
it’s a way the media humbles the self-righteous, whether they be 


religious or political leaders. 


But what should our reaction be when fellow believers stumble? 

First, we must avoid gloating as a secular world might. The accu- 
sations are serious, of course, but it’s also true that we’re in the same 
family. We accept a new responsibility when we decide to follow 
Christ. We pledge to help our brothers and sisters in the faith, not to 


judge them. So we grieve. 


Second, I think we must hold to the principle of accountability. 
There are consequences for inappropriate behavior. If one skirts 
the law, there are fines and other punishments. If one stumbles as a 
moral leader he or she may need to step aside for a season. So much 
of accountability depends on the offender’s attitude. Contrition goes 


a long way; obstinance complicates matters. 


But another task we must do is to restore the fallen. The apostle 
Paul said, “Dear brothers and sisters, if another believer is overcome 
by some sin, you who are godly should gently and humbly help that 
person back onto the right path. And be careful not to fall into the 


same temptation yourself” (Galatians 6:1, NLT). 


Restoration is a Christian alternative to gloating or shaming. 
Restoration doesn’t overlook an offense but finds a way around it. 
Restoration says to the offender, “You're too valuable to cast aside. 
We'll work with you to make you stronger, and then you'll be able 
to help others who stumble.” 

Henri Nouwen popularized the term, “wounded healer.” He said 
Christ “was wounded for our transgressions,” as Isaiah prophesied 
so long ago, and became our healer. Nouwen further argued that 
Christians who suffer, whether by loss, disease or bad choices, can 


be fitted for better and more effective service to others. 


Dr. Charles Chandler founded “Ministering to Ministers” to 
encourage ministers who’ve experienced involuntary terminations. 
One feature of MTM’s retreats is the stories of those who've been 
through terminations sharing how they coped. Chandler often tells 
retreat participants, “Don’t waste your pain. Use it to grow stronger 


and to help others,”

Hunter safety important as season gets active »

Heading into the most 
active time of Alabama’s 
hunting seasons, Marisa 
Futral wants to make sure 
hunters don’t take one thing 
for granted — hunter safety. 

Futral, 
Wildlife and Freshwater 
Fisheries (WFF) Division 
Hunter Safety Coordinator, 
said January is the time 
when most people head to 
the woods to pursue deer, 
ducks and small game. 

Futral wants to contin- 
ue a positive trend in the 
number of hunting acci- 
dents that have occurred 
in the state in recent years. 
She said 17 hunting acci- 
dents were reported for the 
2020-2021 season, which 
was down from 22 reported 
accidents the previous sea- 
son. 

The one fatality occurred 
in Fayette County when a 
hunter failed to identify the 
target. A group of people 
were searching for a deer 
that had been shot. The vic- 
tim, a neighbor who was 
assisting in the search, was 
not wearing hunter orange 
and unfortunately lost his 
life. 

“Whether hunting or 
not, during deer season, 
we recommend wearing 
hunter orange while in the 
woods,” Futral said. 

Of the six non-fatal 
firearms accidents, one 
involved four victims dur- 
ing dove season. The vic- 
tims were hit by shotshell 
pellets. 

“Someone was shoot- 
ing at a low bird,” Futral 
said. “Don’t shoot at low 
birds. Everybody got pel- 
lets. Another incident in 
Tallapoosa County was the

WFF Hunter Education 
stresses the following 11 
guidelines for using a tree- 
stand safely: 

Always wear a safety 
harness, also known as a 
fall-arrest system, when 
you are in a treestand, as 
well as when’ climbing 
into or out of a treestand. 
Statistics show that the 
majority of treestand inci- 
dents occur while climbing 
in and out of a stand. 

A safety strap should be 
attached to the tree to pre- 
vent you from falling more 
than 12 inches. 

Always inspect the safe- 
ty harness for signs of wear 
or damage before each use. 

Follow all manufactur- 
ers’ instructions for use of 
a safety harness and stand. 

Follow the three-point 
rule of treestand safety. 
Always have three points 
of contact to the steps or 
ladder before moving. This 
could be two arms and one 
leg holding and stepping on 
the ladder or one arm and 
two legs in contact with the 
ladder before moving. Be 
cautious that rain, frost, ice 
or snow can cause steps to 
become extremely slippery. 
Check the security of the 
step before placing your 
weight on it. 

Always hunt with a plan 
and, if possible, a buddy. 
Before you leave home, 
let others know your exact 
hunting location, when you 
plan to return and who is 
with you. 

Always carry emergency 
signal devices such as a cell 
phone, walkie-talkie, whis- 
tle, signal flare, PLD (per- 
sonal locator device) and 
flashlight at all times and

tions. Do not climb or place 
a treestand against a lean- 
ing tree. 

Never leave a treestand 
installed for more than 
two weeks since damage 
could result from changing 
weather conditions and/or 
from other factors not obvi- 
ous with a visual inspec- 
tion. 

Always use a haul line 
to pull up your gear and 
unloaded firearm or bow 
to your treestand once you 
have reached your desired 
hunting height. Never 
climb with anything in your 
hands or on your back. 
Prior to descending, lower 
your equipment on the 
opposite side of the tree. 

Always know your 
physical limitations. Don’t 
take chances. Do not climb 
when impaired by drugs, 
alcohol or if you’re sick or 
unrested. If you start think- 
ing about how high you 
are, stop climbing. 

“A lot of our trees- 
tand accidents happen in 
January,” she said. “When 
it’s colder, the steps on 
a ladder stand or shoot- 
ing house are slick. There 
may be early morning 
frost on the steps. We urge 
people to make sure they 
have three points of con- 
tact when you’re climbing 
steps, either two feet and 
a hand or two hands and 
a foot. If you do slip, you 
have a lot better chance to 
catch yourself.”

ADPH: first antiviral 
pill to treat COVID 


coming to Alabama 

The U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA) has 
granted Emergency Use 
Authorization to Pfizer 
for its oral antiviral drug 
Paxlovid to treat COVID- 
19. 

Data indicates it is 88 per- 
cent effective in reducing the 
Proportion of people with 
COVID-19-related hospital- 
ization or death. Paxlovid is 
in tablet form and the initial 
limited supply of 780 patient 
courses will be available by — 
prescription only by the first 
week of January. 

Alabama will initially use 
pharmacies to dispense the 
oral antiviral drug, and will 
add other providers as allo- 
cation allows. 

State Health Officer Dr. 
Scott Harris said, “As new 
variants continue to emerge, 
we are excited that the oral 
tablet Paxlovid will soon 
be available to help combat 
COVID-19 in non-hospi- 
talized patients. While we 
are very pleased Paxlovid 
will be a treatment option, 
it is not a substitute for vac- 
cinations which remain the 
best way for most people to 
protect themselves against 
severe illness and death due 
to COVID-19. I continue 
to urge all Alabamians to 
be vaccinated and receive a 
booster dose when eligible.” 

Paxlovid is authorized 
for the treatment of mild- 
to-moderate COVID-19 in 
adult and pediatric patients. 
Paxlovid should be initiat- 
ed as soon as possible after 
diagnosis of COVID-19 and 
within five days of the onset 
of symptoms. Patients who 
are prescribed this treatment 
must have a positive SARS- 
CoV-2 test, be at high risk 
for progressing to severe 
COVID-19, and be age 12 
years or older and weigh at 
least about 88 pounds. 

It is administered as three 
tablets taken together twice 
daily for five days. Paxlovid 
is not authorized for use for 
longer than five consecutive 
days. 

The supply of Paxlovid 
will be limited initially. 
According to the FDA, the 
U.S. Department of Health 
and Human Services Office 
of the Assistant Secretary 
for Preparedness and 
Response, will oversee its 
fair and equitable alloca- 
tion to state and territori- 
al health departments and 
select Health Resources & 
Services Administration 
(HRSA) - funded health 
clinics. 

The federal government 
has purchased 10 million 
courses of Paxlovid, the 
FDA stated. Production 
will ramp up significantly 
in the coming months, and 
an initial 65,000 courses of 
Paxlovid will be made avail- 
able. 

The first allocations of 
Paxlovid were determined 
on a pro rata basis and will 
be provided to state and ter- 
ritorial health departments at 
no charge.
